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HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL 


Day  to  day  administration  of  the  health  service  In  the  areas  of  the  Rural  District  Councils  of 
Easingwold,  Flaxton.  Thirsk  and  Wath  is  centred  at  Easingvwld.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Offices  were 
moved  to  the  new  Health  Centre,  Crabmlll  Lane,  Easingvwld.  It  Is  anticipated  that  in  April  1974 
these  premises  will  be  taken  over,  together  vhth  the  service  carried  out  from  there,  by  the  new  Area 
Health  Board. 

The  area  has  a population  of  62,720,  largely  urban  and  suburban  where  adjacent  to  the  City  of 
York,  but  rural  In  the  remaining  northern  part. 

Your  Medical  Officer  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district  councils  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  with  the  County  Council  in  duties  with  the  Health  and  Education  services. 

Laboratory  facilities.  The  public  health  laboratories  at  Northallerton  which  has  served  the  North  Riding 
for  so  long  is  nov;  closed,  although  the  laboratory  at  Northallerton,  under  the  auspices  of  the  hospital 
authority  still  carry  out  routine  examination  of  milk  and  water  samples.  Examination  of  specimens  taken 
in  investigation  of  infectious  diseases  will  be  carried  out  either  at  the  hospital  laboratory  at  York, 
or  at  one  of  the  other  of  the  remaining  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

Dental  Service.  The  vacancy  of  a school  dental  officer  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has  been  filled  and 
the  area  is  now  served  by  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  dentist,  work  Is  carried  out  in  three  dental 
surgeries  In  schools,  and  at  Thirsk  Clinic.  Additionally  a very  well  equipped  mobile  caravan  Is  used. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  Live  births  In  the  area  at  932  have  remained  virtually  unchanged  over  the 
past  3 years,  and  of  these  bli'ths  only  53  were  domiciliary,  a further  fall  to  half  the  previous  years 
home  confinements.  Illegltmate  births  were  36  representing  3. 6iS  which  compares  v/ith  approximately 
for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  an  excess  of  Infant  deaths  In  the  Southern  part  of  the  area,  largely 
due  to  a rise  in  premature  births,  but  taking  the  area  as  a vdiole  infant  mortality  about  exactly  matches 
that  for  the  County  as  a whole. 

Attendances  at  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  remained  almost  unchanged  from  the  previous 
year.  An  encouraging  growth  in  the  number  of  mothers  attending  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes  has 
occurred  and  only  the  lack  of  suitable  premises  available  preventing  an  even  more  rapid  expansion  of  this 
educative  effort.

One  full  time  combined  duties  nurse  is  appointed  but  has  not  yet  talcen  up  duty.  The  official 
policy  of  the  Department  of  Health  & Social  Services  has  been  for  some  time  to  foster  the  attachment  of 
nurses  to  general  practitioners  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  In  this  direction.  Practices  in 
which  20  practitioners  work  have  firm  attachment  ari-angements  involving  16  nurses,  but  further  progress 
would  seem  to  be  impossible  until  the  re-organisation  of  boundaries  takes  place. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

The  only  change  in  recommendation  for  immunisation  has  been  tlie  abandonment  of  smallpox  vaccination 

as  a routine  procedure.  It  is  now  felt  that  as  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  is  rapidly  declining  in  the 

world,  and  the  number  of  infected  areas  decreasing  due  to  the  protective  effect  of  vaccination  in  these 
areas,  the  chances  of  casesbelng  imported  into  this  country  is  bound  to  continue  to  decline.  Provided 

travellers  abroad,  and  immigrants  are  properly  protected,  as  well  as  those  whose  duties  may  entail 

contact  with  any  case  e.g,  doctors,  nurses,  ambulance  staff  etc,,  the  spread  of  disease  can  be  prevented 
by  selected  vaccination  of  contacts  here.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  never  without  a slight  risk,  and  less 
morbidity  and  mortality  vhll  occur  by  the  abandonment  of  routine  vaccination.

Deane  Stic  Help  Service, 


■This  service  became  the  responsibility  of  the  newSoclal  Services  Depai-traent  on  1st  April,  1971, 
but  continues  to  be  operated  on  an  agency  basis  at  the  present  time  by  this  department.  There  was 
again  an  increase  both  In  number  of  hours  v/orked  from  41,820  to  48,030  and  In  the  cases  helped  frem 
223  to  247*  The  majority  of  these  cases  are  elderly.  Twenty  seven  of  the  recipients  paid  the  standard 
charge  of  38p  per  hour,  the  remainder  being  assessed  according  to  means,  many  of  these  being  free. 


Chiropody, 

One  full  time  and  one  part  time  chiropodists  are  employed,  654  persons  given  treatment  at  one 
or  other  clinic,  and  138  people  received  domiciliary  treatment,  3192  treatments  v/ere  given  during 
the  year.  The  majority  of  cases  are  elderly  people  over  the  age  of  65  and  a charge  of  lOp  per 
treatment  is  normally  made.  At  least  two  full  time  chiropodists  are  required,  and  better  premises 
to  provide  a reasonable  service. 


Care  and  After  Care, 

The  County  Council  provides  many  forms  of  assistance  aimed  at  prevention  of  Illness  or  to 
encourage  recovery.  Items  of  nursing  equipment  wheel  chairs,  lifting  devices,  ripple  beds  etc., 
are  provided  on  temporary  loan.  Each  year  an  Increasing  sum  is  spent  on  the  provision  of  incontinent 
pads  both  for  elderly  people  and  children  who  are  mentally  retorded  or  suffering  from  spina  bifida. 

Where  items  of  equipment  are  required  for  a prolonged  period  the  responsibility  for  supply 
becomes  that  of  the  BCCial  services  department  or  the  Ministry  of  Pensions, 


Fanily  Plannlne* 

This  Is  now  a direct  County  Council  service  and  has  operated  in  nuch  the  same  way  as  It  was 
functioning  in  previous  years  under  the  Family  Planning  Association.  Clinics  are  held  at  Huntington  and 
Thlrsk,  and  members  have  continued  to  attend  the  F.P.A.  clinic  at  York.  It  Is  hoped  to  extend  the 
service,  and  the  new  Health  Centre  at  Easingwold  Is  In  mind  for  sessions. 

Routine  Screening. 

The  Guthrie  test  Is  carried  out  on  aj.1  babies,  either  In  hospital  prior  to  discharge  or  at 
hone  soon  after^vards.  It  may  be  that  In  the  future  the  test  applied  will  be  able  to  detect  conditions 
other  than  phenylketonuria. 

Cervical  cytology  Is  carried  out  by  fanily  doctors  at  sessions  of  the  Fanily  Planning  Clinic,  and 
at  special  sessions  at  our  major  clinics. 

Children  in  school  are  seen  annually  by  a nurse  with  apparatus  to  test  vision  and  hearing  and  the 
service  brings  forward  a number  of  baby  cases  of  visual  or  auditory  defect  which  would  not  otherwise 
be  detected  until  the  routine  medical  examination  which  Is  held  at  less  frequent  intervals.  The  health 
visiting  staff  continue  to  play  an  lE5)ortanb  part  In  follov/lng  the  progress  of  all  children,  paying 
particular  attention  to  those  with  a history  viilch  places  thOT  at  rl^  of  abnormal  development,  and  the 
assessment  of  hearing  Is  carried  out  during  the  first  year  of  life. 

Pre-school  Children. 

Responsibility  for  the  premises  of  the  Nursery  and  Child  Minder  Act  now  lies  with  the  department 
of  Social  Services  but  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  by  our  staff.

Easingv;old  Riiral  District  Council, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1971. 

Virtually  the  whole  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a fev;  isolated 
prerdses,  is  supplied  by  or  within  reach  of,  mains  water  from  the  Ryedale  Joint 
V/ater  Board.  Most  of  the  houses  in  Brandsby-cum-Stearsby  are  supplied  from  an  ‘ 
old  private  system  although  the  public  i^iater  main  passes  through. 

Sev/age  Disposal  and  Sewerage  Schemes. 

Easingv;old  Sev/erage  Scheme. 

'Jork  commenced  on  this  long  awaited  scheme  during  the  year  and  is  expected 
to  be  finished  in  1973.  Some  development  v;ill  be  possible  in  the  Easingv/old 
area  as  a result  of  the  larger  disposal  v/orks,  but  it  \;ill  not  be  of  groat  extent. 

The  general  problem  of  development  must  be  tackled  eventually,  but  the 
overall  plan  for  the  area  should  be  considered  first,  so  that  extonsions  to  dis“ 
posal  v/orks  may  be  provided  in  those  areas  selected  for  exrjansion.  The  sooner 
this  overall  plan  is  available  the  sooner  v/ill  it  be  possible  to  put  forwa.rd  our 
nov/  schemes. 

It  seems  unlikely  that  anything  more  than  the  Raskelf  scheme  can  be  tackled 
by  this  Council  before  the  re-organisation  of  local  government  in  197^  and  some 
other  body  will  be  responsible  after  that  date. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Public  Supply. 

The  v/ater  supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  all  except  one  of 
the  chlorinated  samples  from  the  public  mains  were  reported  as  being  Class  1,  Exc- 
ellent quality.  The  single  exception  v/as  due  to  main  laying  operations  and  after 
re-chlorination  of  the  mains  the  follov/-up  samples  v/ere  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  CLSANSIMG. 


1971  marked  the  second  full  year  since  the  scheme  for  using  polythene  bin 
liners  v;as  introduced.  iVgain  it  was  possible  to  keep  to  a i/eekly  service  without 
increasing  staff  or  vehicles. 

Only  one  tip  is  now  available  to  the  Council  which  is  at  the  Tholthorpe  Gravel 
pit.  This  is  ideal  for  the  luirpose,  being  avray  from  most  habitation,  is  dry  and 
ample  covering  material  is  available  on  site.  Unfortunately  it  is  not  central  and 
our  vehicles  have  some  long  hauls  to  the  tip  v/hen  full. 

Ashpits  and  pail  closets  are  still  serviced  by  the  refuse  vehicles  and 
although  the  numbers  are  reducing,  it  v/ill  be  many  years  before  all  houses  have 
water  closets  unless  the  speed  of  conversions  is  much  increased.  It  must  bo  rec- 
ognised that  many  villages  lack  proper  sewers  and/or  sewage  disposal  systems  and  so 
a general  scheme  of  conversions  throughout  the  district  is  not  possible. 

SEPTIC  T;mS. 

Our  sewage  tankers  service  sev/age  v/orks,  village  sewage  tanks  and  also  clean  cut 
septic  tanks  to  private  houses  where  sewers  are  not  available.  In  1971  plans  have 
been  approved  for  19  nev;  septic  tanks  involving  23  houses. 

The  numbers  of  such  tanks  increase  every  year,  only  a fev/  being  made  redundant 
v;hen  sev/age  schemes  are  completed.  The  problem  of  cleansing  will  therefore  remain 
for  as  long  as  can  be  foreseen. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

All  meat  and  food  inspection  in  the  District  is  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Meat  Inspection  is  a statutory  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  under  the  prov- 
isions of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  Under  these  Regulations  the  revenue  for 
the  year  for  the  meat  inspection  service  was  £l84.l4. 

The  appended  table  gives  details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during 
the  year;  5^0  visits  being  made  by  the  Inspectors  for  this  iDurpose, 

During  the  year  2 tons  10  cwts.  1 qu.  1 stone  v/eight  of  meat  and  offals  were 
found  to  be  diseased  or  unsound  and  were  condemned  and  sent  for  processing.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  meat  and  offals  condemned  was  derived  from  I30  animals 
slaughtered  in  emergency.

In  1971  tliG  services  of  the  Rodent  Operator  have  been  fully  available  and 
a.t  the  end  of  the  year  I8I  annual  contracts  for  farms  and  business  premises  v/orc 
in  hand, 

3^5  premises  have  been  treated  during  1971  for  infestations  of  rats  or  mice  by 
the  Comcil’s  Officers  and  Rodent  Operator. 

INSECT  PESTS. 

Some  complaints  of  infestations  have  been  received  during  the  year,  mainly  of 
a minor  nature  such  as  v/asp's  nests  and  ants.  There  have  been  no  treatments  of 
premises  for  infestations  of  bugs  or  fleas. 

Several  complaints  regarding  cluster  flies  were  received  in  the  late  summer  and 
autiimn;  as  a result  of  the  long  period  of  v;arm  v/eather  insects  uqtq  ixnusually  active 
Cluster  flies  are  difficult  to  eradicate  as  some  species  breed  in  natural  places, 
even  parasitic  on  earthworms  and  therefore  they  can  only  be  attacked  in  the  adult 
fly  stage.  Central  heating  of  houses  also  tends  to  keejp  flies  more  active  during  th 
v/inter  period  and  hibernation  is  far  from  coiir.Tote. 

CARAVAN  SITES  ;\ND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMErg  ACT,  I96O. 

28  residential  caravans  have  been  stationed  in  the  District  during  1971» 

10  caravans  have  been  stationed  in  the  district  without  licence,  mainly  in 
conjixnction  with  constructional  v/ork. 

Sixteen  sites  have  been  livensed  for  stationing  28  caravans  of  residential 
type  and  four*  sites  for  63  holiday  typo  caravans.
